Medal of the Ringgold Light Infantry 

By HARROLD E. GILLINGHAM. 

In over thirty years of collecting decorations and military medals, and 
among the thousands which have passed through my hands, there have 
been but two which baffied all research to properly classify. The silver 
medal here shown, measuring 3 % by 2 % inches, is one of those pieces 
which have puzzled the writer, the military authorities of several States 
as well as that of the United States Government. 



The medal was bought from a Pennsylvania antique dealer with the 
story that it had been secured from “up country,” which might mean any- 
where. You know, dealers never like to disclose the source of their finds. 

A careful examination of the piece shows it is of nineteenth century work- 
manship. The scroll border on the obverse, while well executed, and the 
title RINGGOLD LIGHT INFANTRY are certainly of that period. The date 
1775 has been punched in afterward, and the impression of the punches show 
plainly on the reverse. Then, looking at the reverse, one sees that the 
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shield, even though it has thirteen stars, is of a design which was not 
in vogue in 1775. In fact the United States shield surmounted by an eagle 
was not adopted until well along the end of that century. The eagle is not 
like the first eagles used on coins and other insignia of the 1800’s, nor are 
the rifies of an early period. They are much more like those in use during 
the Civil War. Had the silversmith put his punch on the piece, this might 
throw some light on the period of its making; but none can be found any- 
where on the piece. And the engraver was careless enough to have put 
only nine stripes on the shield. 

There was a Captain Jacob Ringgold, of Queens Anne County, Maryland, 
who served during the Revolution from 1776 to 1780, but no Infantry com- 
pany bearing his name is revealed from the Pension Office at Washington. 
One Samuel Ringgold, Jr., of Washington County, Maryland, was the first 
United States officer killed during the war with Mexico at the battle of 
Palo Alto, Texas. He was a graduate of the United States Military Academy 
and held the title of Major at the time of his death. After this there were 
several military companies named in his honor. New York had the “Ring- 
gold Horse Guards,’’ organized in 1850, and served as a cavalry regiment 
during the Civil War, as well as a “Ringgold Battery’’ of Brooklyn, which 
served in the same war. Pennsylvania had the “Ringgold Cavalry Batta- 
lion,’’ recruited in Washington County, which served with the Twenty- 
second Regiment of Volunteer Cavalry; the “Ringgold Battery,’’ of Berks 
and Bucks Counties, became Battery D of the Pennsylvania Volunteers; 
Company F of the First Pennsylvania Volunteer Cavalry was also known 
as the “Ringgold Cavalry’’ of Greene County; there was a “Ringgold Cav- 
alry’’ Company of Washington County, Pennsylvania, which was merged 
with the Twenty-second Regiment of Pennsylvania Volunteers; the “Ring- 
gold Light Artillery’’ of Berks County; the “Ringgold Rifles,’’ recruited in 
Schuylkill county, and the “Ringgold Regiment,’’ recruited entirely in 
Bucks county, which became the One Hundred and Fourth Regiment of 
Pennsylvania Volunteer Infantry. All of these served in the Civil War. 

There was a “Ringgold Light Infantry,’’ Captain John Bechtold, a unit 
of the Marion Battalion, which paraded October 21, 1855, with the Berks 
County Volunteer Brigade. They again paraded at Rehersburg, of the 
same county, under command of Major J. M. Sallade, in May, 18 60; the 
last battalion parade prior to the breaking out of the Civil War. But nu- 
merous inquiries in Berks County and references to the histories of that 
vicinity fail to reveal whether this medal was issued by that Ringgold Light 
Infantry company; nor has anything come to light as to why the “1775“ 
was stamped on the medal. If any of the readers of The Numismatist can 
throw any light on the subject their information will be gratefully appre- 
ciated. Or if another like piece is known it will be interesting to compare 
notes and places of acquisition. In any event, the piece is unique and the 
writer feels quite satisfied with the purchase, but, like all collectors, wants 
to properly locate it. 


Numismatically Speaking 

Edison Marshall, popular novelist, received in Paris recently the badge 
of the Commander of the Order of the Dragon of Annam. The decoration 
was said to be in the nature of a compliment in honor of a visit to His 
Majesty last year. 

In London a very curious piece of money has been donated to a museum. 
Of little intrinsic value, it is a French two-sou piece, dated at the time of 
the First Republic. It is cut in two edgewise and can be unscrewed as a 
small box. It was used by Louis XVI and the unfortunate Marie Antoinette 
as a means of conveying secret correspondence while confined in the Temple 
in Paris. Just before Louis was guillotined he gave to his faithful servant, 
M. Clery, this coin, his watch, glass and snuff box. It is likely the King 
wished the coin destroyed so as not to implicate the Queen and the Dauphin. 
Clery, however, did not do this and left the souvenirs to his nephew, where 
they have remained in the Clery family until their recent appearance at 
the museum. 

Few men within the papal dominions have done more to further the in- 
terests of their church than His Excellency, Augustin Justo, President of 
Argentina. Last week, in recognition of these services. Pope Pius awarded 
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him the highest papal decoration, the Supreme Order of Christ. At about 
the same time Pierre Laval, French Foreign Minister and “one-time butcher 
boy,” in Rome to conclude an agreement with Mr. Mussolini, was received 
by His Holiness and invested with the Grand Cross of the Order of Pius IX. 

One of New York’s bigwig columnists recently wrote “this column know''s 
a man who knows a press agent who knows an embassy attache who can 
arrange a decoration from most South American countries for $1,000.” He 
didn’t say whether 5 9-cent dollars would be acceptable or not. 

A well-known radiocaster is authority for the statement that Dr. Dafoe, 
of quintuplet fame, will be made a Commander of the Order of the British 
Empire this coming March when Great Britain celebrates their monarch’s 
silver jubilee. 

If Amelia Earhart has not already received an award from the United 
States Government for her latest achievement, and doubtless she has not, 
as an Executive Order dated March 1, 1927 precludes civilian eligibility 
for the only award compatible with the achievement, would it not be in 
order to set aside, at least in this instance, the provisions of authorization 
and bestow the Distinguished Flying Cross on her “for extraordinary ac- 
complishment while participating in an aerial flight”? It bespeaks unusual 
attainments to be the only woman to fly the Atlantic alone, and the only 
person to make the hop “solo” from Hawaii to California.

A Word to the New Collector 

By ERIC LEAVENS. 

It is gratifying to note in the January, 1935, number of The Numismatist 
that such a large number of new collectors are joining our Association, and 
this prompts me to write this article. 

I am addressing these new members, as no doubt collectors of some ex- 
perience have found out most of the facts for themselves. 

In 1905 a boy of my acquaintance at that time became interested in 
numismatics and, as is the way with all too many beginners, was satisfied 
with specimens in very questionable condition. 

A general collection was built up, including both foreign and United 
States. After a number of years the foreign section contained specimens 
from practically every country in the world, and I feel that this should be 
the goal of the average collector. It is surely of great interest to display 
money from all parts of the world, but it is so vast a field that one could 
never hope to complete it. 

When my friend reached this point a more distinct urge was felt to en- 
large and improve his United States section, and this he did with a resolve 
to add only specimens of the better quality, the only exceptions being a few 
rare dates. 

Undoubtedly the most interesting series to complete are the large and 
small cents, as only one date is missing, the 1815, in which year none were 
coined. Although there are three really rare dates from the first minted to 
1857, namely 1793, 1799 and 1804, these may be picked up at auction with- 
in the means of the average collector if not too much consideration is given 
to condition in these three cases. With these exceptions, it is a good rule 
to have specimens at least good, and in the case of the later dates to 1857 
in fine and uncirculated condition. 

In the small cent series the aim should be to acquire only proof or un- 
circulated specimens, with the possible exception of the 1856 Eagle cent, 
which may be picked up in fine condition at auction at a reasonably low 
figure. 

If one would realize at the start what importance condition really is, 
much expense later could be saved, as prices of uncirculated and proof cents 
have advanced greatly in the last few years, and I believe will continue to 
become more and more valuable, while poor specimens will never be worth 
even what was paid for them. 

Although it’s entirely a matter of personal taste, I would suggest collect- 
ing only types of half cents, for two reasons: First, there are many lapses 
in dates, and second, there are quite a number of very rare dates, which are 
really not within the reach of the average collector. 
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The two-cent series may also be completed in uncirculated condition with- 
out great expense, as only the last date, 1873, is at all rare. This series is 
short, from 1864 to 1873. 

The three-cent series in nickel is easy to obtain, with the possible excep- 
tion of 1877 and 1878. The silver series has only one really rare date, 
which is 18 64, and even this may often be picked up at auction at a reason- 
able figure. 

The five-cent series has only one rare date, the 1877. The writer has in 
his collection only types from 1866 to 1884 and a complete set of dates in- 
cluding mint marks from 1900. None were coined in 1922, 1932 and 1933. 

Starting with half dimes, I have only collected types, with the exception 
of dimes, which are complete by date, including mint marks from 1900. 

The balance of the series, namely, twenty-cent, quarter dollar, half dollar 
and dollar, had probably best be represented by types. The first type of 
quarter is quite rare, but by watching auctions a specimen in reasonable 
condition may be purchased. All other types may be obtained at very nomi- 
nal figures. 

The second type of half dollar is really very rare and must necessarily 
be forgotten by most of us. All other types are easy to obtain cheaply in 
very fine condition. 

In the dollar series, the only really unattainable type is the fourth, known 
as the Gobrecht dollar, which generally brings a fancy figure. 

Perhaps I have not made myself clear to the beginner as regards collect- 
ing types. For example, take the quarter-dollar series, The first type is 
179 6 only, and therefore there is no choice. The second type, however, 
runs from 1804 to 1807. The former catalogues around ten dollars. The 
rest of the dates run much cheaper, therefore pick your type specimen from 
among the cheaper dates. This applies to all other series as well. 

My advice to new collectors would be first and always, pay more atten- 
tion to quality than quantity. It is best to acquire one fine, uncirculated 
or proof coin than ten poor ones. The former will always be a joy to dis- 
play and the latter will need many apologies and will never advance in value. 

Another thing I feel is of great importance to the beginner is the proper 
recording of material as it is received. The writer has made it a rule for 
Some years to fully describe each coin on a special file card printed for the 
purpose before displaying the new acquisition in the cabinet. On this card 
is entered all information, such as where and when purchased, cost, value, 
etc. 

In the case of foreign coins especially it is interesting to enter under 
remarks from time to time, references found in numismatic literature ap- 
plying to a certain coin, giving the title ot the reference, page, etc. 

It may be surprising to the new collector to know that very ancient coins 
of China, Rome and Greece are well within his reach. I have numerous 
fine specimens of Chinese knife, hoe and cloth money dating back to about 
450 B. C. which were bought for a song. 

It is interesting to try and collect, in-so-far as possible, a representative 
coin during each century, both B. C. and A. D. There is, of course, a period 
during the Middle Ages when this would be hard to do, as probably no coins 
were issued during that time, with the possible exception of China. 

Most interesting foreign and ancient coins may be obtained at reasonable 
figures.' As an example, about the smallest coin in my collection is a tiny 
copper nugget weighing a fraction of an ounce, a coin of India dating about 
1700. In contrast, near it is a copper half daler plate money of Sweden 
dated 1731 and weighing nearly two pounds. 

Coin collecting is educating, and to become a numismatist one must study. 
I would therefore suggest purchasing books from time to time. If you have 
a general collection, books on history and geography as well as numismatics 
will no doubt be of interest. 

Here’s hoping for your continued and increasing interest in numismatics. 
Keep uppermost in your mind quality before quantity.

AN OLD TOKEN COMES TO LIOHT. 

Collectors of tokens will be interested in an old token which has come 
to light at Moncton, New Brunswick. The piece is about the size of a 25- 
cent piece and has the following inscribed on one side: “Wood Eng. No. 12, 
^ Cord.” Old-timers recall that in 1872, on the old Intercolonial Railway 
System, engines were refueled with wood along the line, and tokens such 
as the above were passed to the settlers who supplied the wood. The num- 
ber on the disc identified the engine driver who was responsible for the 
fueling, and the tickets were redeemable at the company’s purchasing de- 
partment at Moncton. As about this period Canada’s currency was in a 
state of flux, the Uniform Currency Act having been passed only a year 
previous, in 1871, these tokens were a popular medium of exchange in 
various settlements along the line.- — Burroughs Clearing House Magazine. 


NEW TRIALS DENIED FOR CONVICTED MEN. 

Motions for new trials by Henry McKinnie, of Stanwix Street, Pittsburgh, 
Pa., convicted of making false claims to the Government, and John Free- 
man, of Chicago, a Negro, convicted on a counterfeiting charge, were de- 
nied by Federal Judge R. M. Gibson, in Pittsburgh. They were tried at 
the November term of court. Sentences will be irhposed later. 

McKinnie, a collector of rare coins and stamps, was found guilty of at- 
tempting to defraud the Government by making false claims for articles 
he said were lost in parcels post mail.

>IR. EKUUND’S LIST OF GERMAN COPPER ( OINS. 

In our issue for January, 1934, we announced that the publication of Mr. 
Eklund’s list of the copper coins of Germany and the old German States 
would begin shortly. The announcement was made in good faith and we 
felt confident we could fulfill the promise. But several matters in connec- 
tion with it have happened during the year, all tending to delay the publi- 
cation, and which it is unnecessary to recite here. 

The list is again with us, and the coins for illustration are with us, and 
if the fates are kind the first installment will be published in the April issue. 

One of the reasons for the delay was that it was Mr. Eklund’s opinion, 
in which the editor shared, that the value of the list would be enhanced 
by the publication of one or more plates showing the monograms found on 
many of the coins. The attribution of some of the coins can only be de- 
termined through these monograms, which it is impossible to reproduce 
with ordinary type. Two plates of these monograms have been made 
through Mr. Eklund’s generosity, drawn by a very clever artist especially 
for The Numismatist. These will appear in the issue containing the first 
installment. 

During the year Mr. Eklund and the editor have received many inquiries 
as to when the list will be published. If these inquiries are an indication 
of the interest taken in foreign copper coins, this series of articles will 
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prove as popular as the author’s previous lists, and perhaps more so, be- 
cause the German series is a very complicated one and an authoritative list 
is necessary to properly classify many of the coins. 


NEW OH RECENT ISSUES. 

Australia — The Commonwealth of Australia has new issues of silver and 
copper coins, dated 1934. The silver coins are in denominations of two 




shillings or florin, shilling, sixpence and threepence, all of the same type. 
The copper coins are the penny and halfpenny, both of the same type. The 
florin and penny are illustrated here. 


THE ARKANSAS ( ENTENNIAU HALF DOLLAR. 

The next commemorative coin to be available is the Arkansas Centennial 
half dollar. The authorized issue is 500,000. The coin will commemorate 
the 100th anniversary of the admission of Arkansas to the Union, which, 
however, will not be until 1936. The dates 18 36 and 19 3 6 appear on the 
obverse of the coin, while the date of issue (1935) will appear on the re- 
verse. It is believed the distribution will extend into next year, so that 
there will probably be two dates of the coin. 

The designs by Edward Everett Burr, of Chicago, have been selected by 
a special committee of the Arkansas Honorary Centennial Celebration Com- 
mission, consisting of former Governor George W. Donaghey, Dallas T. 
Herndon, State historian, and A. W. Parke, executive secretary, and have 
been turned over to Miss Emily Bates, sculptress, of Batesville, Ark., for 
preparation of the working models. 

The obverse represents the span of one hundred years, by showing a feath- 
ered Indian head typical of 1836 in contrast with present day Liberty. The 
reverse pictures an eagle with outstretched wings guarding the diamond- 
shaped symbol taken from the Arkansas flag. This symbol, adopted because 
Arkansas is the only State in the Union which produces diamonds, has 
twenty-flve stars around its border to show that the State was the twenty- 
fifth to enter the Union. The three stars beneath the word “Arkansas” has 
two meanings. It was the third State carved from the Louisiana Purchase 
and it has been under three flags, Spanish, French and American. The single 
star above the name commemorates the State’s participation in the Confed- 
eracy. The sun is indicative of enterprise. The date of minting, 1935, will 
appear beneath the words “Half Dollar.” 

These coins were authorized by the last Congress in a bill introduced by 
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Senator Hattie Caraway and are expected to be ready for distribution short- 
ly. Robert E. Wais is chairman of the coin distribution committee. South- 
ern Building, Little Rock, Ark. The price will be $1, plus postage. 


MR. PHILPOTT ANALYZES THE TEXAS HALF DOLLAR. 

In a communication to the Dallas News of December 25, William A. Phil- 
pott, Jr., Secretary of the Texas Bankers’ Association, a member of the 
Board of Governors of the A. N. A., and the Dallas Coin Club, writes of the 
Texas Centennial half dollar as follows: 

The Texas Independence Centennial half-dollar, released December 20, is 
being condemned generally by numismatists and medalists. The coin’s de- 
sign is distinctly disappointing to numismatic students of Texas. It can be 
indicted on the following counts: The obverse, or head side, is much too 
crowded. The designer attempted to tell too much, and left the whole a 
mass of illegible lettering and indistinguishable faces, flagstaffs and figures. 
There is no field or smooth surface of the metal displayed (a numismatic 
basic requirement) and the lettering is crowded into the indistinct fiange 
of the coin’s milled edge. Because of lack of space the six fiags (each rep- 
resenting a distinct period of Texas history) appear as staffs only. The 
dates 1836-1936 under the Alamo are microscopic. Unless a strong glass 
is used the medallions showing Houston and Austin are unidentified. To the 
naked eye they could just as well be Big Foot Wallace and James Bowie 
or any other two men. The sculptor, Pompei Coppini, long a resident of 
San Antonio, thought first of the Alamo — and on the crowded space appears 
this shrine, together with the battle cry “Remember the Alamo.’’ He prob- 
ably didn’t know that most historians consider the victory of San Jacinto 
of ten-fold more importance to the spirit of liberty and Texas Independence 
than the unfortunate massacre at the Alamo. The appearance of the ob- 
verse is a complete failure from a numismatic standpoint, and to those out- 
side Texas, unfamiliar with the high points in our history, will result in 
confusion and the question, “What’s this all about?’’ 

The reverse, or tail side, must be condemned almost as completely, when 
examined by the numismatist. There are two good points, numismatically 
— and the only two good things about the design: There is much field or 
open space to admire; and the spacing and arrangement of the legend “In 
God We Trust’’ is perhaps the best of any on our commemorative issues. 
The other lettering on this side (required by law) is crowded to the edge, 
weakly engraved, and lost in the fiange, as on the obverse. And to have the 
ancient form of the “u’’ (as a “v’’) on a coin that has nothing else in the 
style of the Greeks or Romans, seems like having a couple of black buttons 
sewed on your shirt front when the other buttons are white. 

The enormous strutting turkey-buzzard of an eagle, superimposed upon 
the star, is abominable. He is not a classic eagle of the ancients of Egypt, 
say, and he certainly isn’t a modern American eagle, as C. Gobrecht or St. 
Gaudens have placed on our coins. We would prefer a star alone, or an 
eagle alone — ^but the two together just will not fit. The eagle’s foothold, 
upon a proportionately small twig of oak, seems so insecure we expect him 
to come tumbling down any minute. Look at the giant size of the acorn! 
It is one-third the size of the eagle’s claw! The current date 1934 (date of 
issue required by law) is on the reverse or tail side, contrary to usage on 
our standard coins or to medalist rules — but the perplexed designer did not 
have room for it on the obverse side. 

Viewed as a medalist, there are many inexcusable fiaws and unpardonable 
errors. For instance, on the obverse the central figure represents Liberty. 
Good thing the designer labeled her. It is her first appearance with wings. 
But for her Phrygian Cap (symbol of Liberty adopted by the French 150 
years ago, and appearing since on many coins of many countries, including 
our own), and the label above her head we might have mistaken her for 
an angel of mercy, a protecting angel — or any of the hundred angelic 
symbols with large wings. Did you ever see the Phrygian Cap of Liberty 
and such monster wings on the same figure before? And look at the length 
of that figure’s left arm! If she were standing erect her hand would fall 
below her knee! 

On the reverse or tail side the proportions are equally bad. The eagle 
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is too chesty, and the lower end of his right wing three times too large 
(made so to cover almost the whole point of the star). The perch is too 
slender and the acorn at least ten times too large. The “v’s” for “u’s’’ in 
the legends are entirely out of place with the modern lettering and the con- 
ventional design. 

Much criticism from numismatists will come over the issuing date. Since 
they are struck in 1934, they must have that date. Our Centennial date 
is 1936. In 1834 little had been thought and less had been done about 
Texas Independence. It is probable the American Legion, distributors of 
the coins, will sell them throughout 1935 and 1936 — in which case we will 
have three different coins, or one coin with three different dates: 19 34, 1935, 
19 3 6. This is a plain pain in the neck for numismatists, who after all, pay 
for the coins. 

Congress authorized 1,500,000 coins struck and sold during 1935 and 1936 
— the 1934 date. The others must be struck; 100,000 have been struck 
with the 1934 date. The others must be struck and sold during 193 5 and 
193 6 — ^so, instead of one Centennial coin, we are likely to have three. Let's 
hope the coin is redesigned and the pressure from the obverse side is re- 
lieved. 

This criticism is all tearing down. Here is our constructive thought as to 
what the coin should be like: On the obverse have the Lone Star flag — un- 
derneath, the date of issue; above flag have dates 18 3 6-193 6 large enough 
for the naked eye; eliminate Alamo battle cry; preserve “The Texas Inde- 
pendence Centennial” around the flange — but give it more room and en- 
grave letters higher. On the reverse eliminate the overstaffed eagle — and 
the large star could be embellished with a wreath of oak, cotton, wheat, 
etc. Remove issuing date, reletter legends, making “u’s” modern, and draw 
other lettering in from the edge. 

As the piece stands it must be sold, and we loyal Texans must buy it. We 
must have a museum. Texans will buy it because they are loyal. Outside 
collectors will buy it to All in their commemorative series. Medalists will 
say the large design originally was successful as a historical plaque, but 
reduced to the size of a half-dollar it is outrageous. Numismatists will 
groan and say as a coin the piece is the bunk.

MAII^S IVARRKD TO FIVE FIRMS. 

According to a press dispatch, mailing rights of five Milwaukee coin and 
stamp collecting companies were revoked by the order of the Postmaster 
General on February 18, according to word received from Washington, D. 
C., at the Milwaukee postofflce. The companies named are the United 
States Coin Co., the Coin Collectors Club, Coins, Inc., the Premium Coin 
Co., and the United States Stamp Co. and their officers and agents. The 
revocation order states that the companies are “engaged in conducting a 
scheme or device for obtaining money through the mails by means of false 
and fraudulent promises, pretenses and representations.” The order in- 
structs the postoffice not to deliver any mail to the companies and forbids 
the cashing of money orders made out to the companies.

ROMANO-BRITISH IMITATIONS OF BRONZE COINS OF CLAUDIUS I. 

By C. H. V. Sutherland. (Numismatic Notes and Monographs, No. 65.) 

The American Numismatic Society, New York, 1935. 35 pp. 8 pi. 

It is a familiar fact that among barbarous and semi-barbarous peoples 
a coinage imitative of the coinage of the nearer civilized governments is in 
circulation. It is also a familiar phenomenon that when the supply of small 
change officially issued becomes scarce or is insufficient, a token coinage, 
roughly imitative of the official one, sometimes to the point of counterfeit- 
ing, springs up, naturally more or less with the connivance of the authori- 
ties. Among the ancient “barbarian imitations’* is a large series that take 
for their prototypes the issues of the Roman Emperor Claudius. It has 
been suggested by the celebrated Cohen that these pieces were of British 
origin (this is to say, belonging in the second category described above), 
but his opinion has been rejected by other numismatists. In the booklet 
now reviewed Mr. Sutherland examines a large number of specimens, espe- 
cially those known to have been found in England and in many cases 
preserved in local museums, as well as in the British Museum and the Ash- 
molean at Oxford. The result is a convincing case for the British origin of 
at least a fair proportion of this “Claudian” coinage. 

In addition, he has an ingenious arrangement of the pieces in degrees of 
barbarism. Grade I consists of pieces to be distinguished from the prod- 
ucts of the Roman mint by a roughness of fabric; I should not be sur- 
prised if they were made at semi-official mints. Grade II pieces that re- 
produce the original types completely but with greater inaccuracy. Grade 
III embraces all those pieces with hopelessly blundered legends or none at 
all which follow, except Grade IV, pieces which have one or both types 
reversed. The author admits that the last two classes are too embracing 
and overlapping, but it is hard to suggest a better arrangement. The evi- 
dence of the finds however gives one a feeling that some of the very light 
and highly barbarous pieces are probably as late as the third century A. D. 
(a curious survival of a prototype of the Emperor who conquered Britain 
in the first century, but paralleled by the long years of constantly debased 
use of the Philip stater types.) One of this last Grade IV, weighing only 
3.3 gr. was recently sent me from Cologne, and may have been found in 
Germany; however, it was said to be unfamiliar there. 

The work of Mr. Sutherland is clear and satisfying. His plates show a 
good many barbarous bronze types of a kind rarely illustrated. I think 
students of art history may look at them with profit. Barbarization is not 
merely the result of a loss of technical skill in copying. There is present, 
whether in Britain, the Danubian district, or the East, a change of psycho- 
logical attitude. The pictures have for the makers less interest as repre- 
sentations, more as compositions, and then by a step difficult to define ihe 
object is mere pattern, the use of the space to delight the eye. This is not 
a phenomenon of any one race or time; when it accompanies uninjured tech- 
nical skill we have something like the Byzantine types; in the East the 
pattern becomes merely static or at most a dance. But as motion is the 
one thing that must always be suggested in the graphic arts, not repro- 
duced (unless in the movies), sometimes the Northern barbarians, who 
loved action managed, like children, to give life to these crude pictures. 
One should not too hastily say “these pieces have no artistic merit”; they 
show little technical skill, but some of them can give the beholder a real 
aesthetic experience.

A HOARD FROM SIPHNOS. By Edward T. Newell. (Numismatic Notes 
and Monographs, No. 64.) The American Numismatic Society, New 
York, 1934. 17 pp., 1 pi. 50c. 

This is one of the characteristically thorough little studies for which the 
author is known. A small hoard from Siphnos (one of the Islands of the 
Aegean Sea, now called Siphanto), consisting of 30 silver coins, is described 
and commented upon. One feels that almost every justifiable inference 
about the material has been drawn, that the purely imaginative has been 
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avoided, and that knowledge, both artistic and numismatic, has been ad- 
vanced. The hoard is important because so few have been found in the 
Greek Islands, and none previously recorded from this particular island, 
and also because it contains two really new varieties of Rhodian hemi- 
drachms, and a stater of Siphnos. 

The coins include but four of the rare local issues of the island, but one 
is most important. The other pieces are 16 Athenian issues, the prevalent 
currency in the earlier part of the fourth century B. C.; nine of the issues 
of the great trading center of Rhodes, whose money began later in the 
century to supplant that of Athens; and one drachm of the end of the life- 
time of Alexander the Great, probably from a mint in Asia Minor. There 
is good reason to think the hoard cannot have been buried earlier than 320 
B. C., and it may be rather later, since coins traveled slowly enough to 
remote places. It does give us a vivid picture, however, of the money in 
circulation in the Greek world at a time when the fading power of Athens 
was yielding to that of Rhodes economically, but by no means had ceased 
to be important. 

The local coins are, however, to all save the economist, most important. 
Such issues I believe must always have been more a matter of local pride 
than anything else. We know that Athens at one time forbade her allies 
to make them — one copy of the decree has been found at Siphnos. But 
later it seems to have been felt that such concessions to local pride were 
wise, and we already knew that Siphnos, after her archaic coinage was 
ended in the first half of the fifth century B. C., had revived her custom of 
issuing small silver, probably before 375 B. C. But no stater of this coin- 
age had turned up until the discovery of the present hoard, with a some- 
what worn and roughly executed but still beautiful piece with the head of 
Apollo, and reverse of a fiying eagle. I have a feeling that when a com- 
munity issued silver at all, it usually struck a few of the larger size; where 
we do not know them, it is more probable they have disappeared than that 
they did not exist. But it is to be remembered that these larger coins of 
very small places can never have been more than a small part of the local 
currency.

FRANCE RETIRES OLD COPPER COINS. 

A press dispatch from Paris says that on February 1 two million pounds 
of coins were retired from circulation. They are the old copper five and 
ten centime pieces, many bearing the profile of Napoleon III. From 1852 
to 1921, when coining of the pieces was stopped, about 16,000,000 pounds 
of them were minted. 
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Action Taken on Commemorative Coins 

In response to resolutions adopted by local numismatic societies and clubs, 
which have been endorsed by many other numismatic organizations, pro- 
testing against the present method of the distribution of commemorative 
coins, President Thorson of the A. N. A. has written letters to the Secre- 
tary of President Roosevelt and to the members of the Committee on Coin- 
age of the House of Representatives, asking that certain restrictions be 
placed on the distribution of such coins hereafter authorized. He asks that 
those desiring commemorative coins may be able to purchase them direct 
from the Government; that the organization for which they are coined be 
prohibited from disposing of an entire issue to a third party; that not more 
than 50,000 to 100,000 pieces of any one issue be authorized, and that 
each issue shall be of a distinctly different type from preceding issues. 

His letter to Louis Howe, Secretary to President Roosevelt, follows; 

Mr. Louis Howe, January 25, 1935. 

Secretary to the President, 

Washington, D. C. 

Dear Mr. Howe: The two attached enclosures to the Coinage Committee 
speak for the subject we, as collectors, are vitally concerned in having 
rectified. 

I am constantly appealed to protesting the leeway granted by the mint to 
various associations, like the Oregon Trail Association, which, through 
special privilege, has had five or ten thousand half dollars struck at 50c. 
cost, to be sold at $1 to the public. 

However, instead of carrying out the public sale, they have resold the 
entire issue to a third party, who charges collectors and the public up to 
$5 each for these coins, contrary to the original intent. 

The great popularity of commemorative coins, like commemorative post- 
age stamps, demands that the Government sell them direct, or cause the 
elimination of profiteers. 

Will you, Mr. Howe, kindly present this protest to the President, him- 
self a collector, and advise me at the earliest moment, that I may respond 
to the protest coming to this office on this subject.

President Thorson’s letter to the chairman and members of the Coinage 
Committee of the House of Representatives is as follows: 

Hon. Andrew L. Somers, January 26, 1935. 

Committee on Coinage, U. S. Congress, 

Washington, D. C. 

Honorable Sir: We ask your careful consideration of a problem that has 
developed into a serious protest from the 3,000 members of the American 
Numismatic Association and affiliated clubs. 

The attached resolution, sponsored by the Kansas City Club, and the 
unanimous endorsement of same by prominent organizations named thereto, 
constitutes a protest against the method of allowing memorial and exposi- 
tion associations to dispose of their commemorative coinage privilege to a 
third party. 

The apparent wishes and desires of the numismatic collectors and the 
public desiring these very popular coins are as follows: 

First — That commemorative coins, like commemoi^ative postage stamps, 
be purchased direct from the Government, as well as from the privileged 
association for which they were minted. 

Second — That the privileged association be prohibited from disposing of 
the entire issue of these commemorative coins to a third party, leading to 
profiteering, a detriment to the collectors and contrary to the Government’s 
intent. 

Third — That the legitimate issue generally consumed by collectors be 
from 50,000 to 100,000 coins and that the entire design of each authorized 
issue of commemorative coins be distinctly different and not merely a change 
in dates only. 
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We, of the Numismatic fraternity, and members of the American Numis- 
matic Association, a Federal chartered association, wish hereby to urge the 
members of the Coinage Committee, that your committee sponsor the adop- 
tion of any or all of the above three suggestions. 

That the interest and purchasing of these popular commemorative coins 
by collectors generally be not only increased, but also safeguarded from 
profiteering. 

We appreciate that the Government sells these coins to an association 
for 50c. and the association in turn sells them for $1 to the public, retain- 
ing the profit for a legitimate cause. 

We do not object to this profit for a recognized worthy cause; however, 
we do object to paying a third party up to $5 each for a Government pro- 
duct intended for $1. 

May we ask your opinion and assistance in a remedy to clarify the many 
protests against the prevailing system. 

You have our thanks for an early reply.

(;OLl> COINS BRING GOOD PRICES. 

Higher prices were paid for rare United States gold coins at the sale of 
the Comstock-Gunther collections by Thomas L. Elder, 8 West Thirty- 
seventh street. New York, than have been seen in that city since the Law- 
rence sale in 19 29. The feature of the sale was the large number of coins 
privately minted in California. 

The highest price of the day was $530 paid for a fine specimen of the 
$10 gold piece issued by Baldwin & Co. in 1851, and the next best price 
was $400 for the $50 gold round slug minted by Wass, Molitor & Co., in 
1855. For the Augustus Humbert octagonal $50 gold slug, 1851, $270 
was paid. The Pike’s Peak $5 and $10 gold pieces, 1861, sold for $16.75 
and $25.50, respectively. 

Early dates of the United States Government gold coins also brought 
spirited bidding. An uncirculated $5 coin, 1820, sold for $115; two speci- 
mens of the 1795 issue sold for $41 and $46, respectively; the half-eagle 
of 1796 struck over 1795 sold for $97, and $82.50 was paid for an uncircu- 
lated specimen of the quarter-eagle, 1824. A beautiful gold proof set of 
the 1899 coinage, containing the $20, $10, $5 and $2.50, brought $83. 

New record prices were made for many of the California dollars, half 
dollars and quarters from the collection of Samuel W. Comstock of Boston. 
These comprised the largest collection of such coins ever offered at public 
sale in this country. The dates ranged from 1852 to 1881. An octagonal 
dollar, undated but prior to 1852, sold for $20, and other octagonal dollars 
sold from $3.20 to $18, the latter price being paid for an 1854 specimen. 

The highest price for the round dollars was $15.50, paid for two issues, 
one of 1854 and the other of 1872. An octagonal gold half dollar, 1853, 
sold for $13 and other dates brought from $2.50 to $7.50., A round half- 
dollar of 1854 sold for $16.50, and another variety of the same year went 
for $12. A round quarter dollar of 1854 sold for $19. 

A Fugio silver dollar of 177 6, in brilliant condition, sold for $49, and a 
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Washington eagle cent, 1791, in proof condition, brought $12.75. A set of 
three of the rare Sommer Islands copper coins of 1616, which seldom come 
into the auction market, elicited keen bidding. For the two-penny coin 
$66 was paid; for the sixpence, $65, and for the one-shilling, $69. The 
name Sommer was originally given to the Bermuda Islands. A fine Massa- 
chusetts Pine Tree shilling of 1652 sold for $25. 


Behind the Scenes

Henry Chapman, aged 7 5, has passed on. Death claimed him Thursday 
night, January 3. He had been ailing much for the last year, and the short 
while up each day was in a wheel chair. He had a nurse for some time 
prior to his death. He is best remembered at the conventions, the early 
ones. He always was present, showed great enthusiasm and plenty of fine 
coins also at each exhibit. His going will leave many regrets, for he was a 
good fellow, wide awake, and had a keen love for coins and the business. 
He had aged much in the last few years and showed it in his appearance, 
seeming older than he really was. Several collectors attended his services. 
From the late ’seventies the two Chapmans, Hudson and Henry, had held 
fine sales. The Zimmerman offering of ancient coins was Henry’s last sale. 
He broke down soon after that. 


The Hoover administration put the kibosh on souvenir coin-making for 
a time. Whatever the politics of collectors, they will applaud the more 
liberal numismatic policy of the present Administration in permitting new 
issues of most interesting and pertinent commemorative events. Wonder 
if F. D. R. would consider a Theo. Roosevelt gold dollar. Guess not; sounds 
too Republican; yet this is not the first whisper about a T. R. coin. It 
would iDe a graceful, if not a political, thing for F. D. R. to do, and, besides, 
it wouldn’t be any slight to the name of Roosevelt, either. Collectors not 
only like new souvenir coins, but also they will appreciate being undis- 
turbed so far as the coins in their present collections are concerned, so they 
fall into the gentle class who “just want to be let alone.’’ 


“Of the making of books,’’ says the poet, “there is no end.’’ Verily this 
is true of numismatic clubs and societies, for there is no end of them. 
Shade of Dr. Heath would have stood with hair in icicles could it have be- 
held the present club-like aspect of the Numismatist. Some cities have three 
or four of these clubs, giving many collectors the chances to parade and 
exhibit upon the scene and show their parliamentary abilities. We count 
just 38 of these embryo and other societies and clubs listed in the official 
journal. Pittsburgh sports two clubs. Mr. Gies, the secretary of the W. P. 
N. S., is one of the oldest collectors, and belonged to the old society founded 
by Rode and others about 1878. The 1901 meeting of the A. N. A. at Buffalo 
had about twelve members present, with Dr. Wright as President. Henry 
Chapman was among those present, of course. Present-day conventions are 
far different, much larger attendance and more ladies and bigger and better 
eats, too. Jim Clarke is a “bug’’ on conventions, and an authority on eats 
also. It is reported they can hardly find a hotel at Jamestown with a 
dining room big enough. The consumption of numismatic papers (when 
they are allowed to be read) and of grub has become a feature of modern 
American numismatic conventions. That’s right. The President has asked 
us to spend money to help the times.

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COLLECTOR GIES CELEBRATES EIGHTIETH BIRTHDAY. 

In its issue of January 25 the East Liberty (Pittsburgh) Tribune pub- 
lished a story about A. C. Gies, of that city, and his collecting hobby. The 
particular reason for the story was that Mr. Gies was preparing to observe 
his eightieth birthday. He has been a member of the A. N. A. for more 
than 3 5 years and has been collecting coins much longer than that. Here 
are some of the things the Tribune had to say about Mr. Gies: 

Very few people live to celebrate their 80th birthday, and still fewer of 
this hardy group find themselves vigorous enough to conduct a thriving 
business on their octogenarian milestone. But A. C. Gies, who marks his 
80th natal day next Tuesday, is not only hale and hearty enough to per- 
sonally supervise his jewelry store at 6260 Frankstown avenue but as one 
of the most ardent collectors of rare old coins and currency in the city, he 
displays an enthusiasm worthy of a schoolboy. 

Mr. Gies was born within the shadows of Fort Pitt, near the point, and 
attended the old school house which occupied the present site of the Joseph 
Horne department store. He came to East Liberty in 187 9 and entered the 
employ of Adrien Seidle, one of the first, if not the first jeweler in East 
Liberty, whose place of business was located on Frankstown avenue, near 
Penn. In 1883, Mr. Gies decided to go in business for himself and he open- 
ed his own store on Station street. 

In 1889, the year of the Johnstown Flood, Mr. Gies built his own build- 
ing at the present location on Frankstown avenue, and he has continued in 
business at that stand ever since. Naturally in his long career, Mr. Gies 
has gone through many ups and downs and depressions. But this one, he 
says, is the worst of all — in fact it is as bad as all the previous depressions 
put together. 

But it’s not all business with Mr. Gies. He has a hobby in which he has 
taken keen delight and painstaking research for many years — that of col- 
lecting rare old coins and currency. He is secretary of the Western Penn- 
sylvania Numismatic Society and is one of the two surviving charter mem- 
bers of that association, which was founded in 1 878. Since Mr. Gies has 
always been particularly interested in old money pertaining to the early 
history of Pittsburgh, his collection, which is considered one of the finest 
of its kind, is of special interest to residents of this city. Part of his col- 
lection is on display at Carnegie Museum. Among his prized possessions 
are old bills in denominations of one to three dollars issued by the city and 
also by private banks before Uncle Sam went into the business of “making” 
money. Some of these notes date back to 1807. Recently, it has been pro- 
posed that the State legalize lotteries as a source of tax revenues. There 
was a time when Pennsylvania did have legalized lotteries which was long 
before the Civil War, and Mr. Gies has some of the old tickets. 

We now are accustomed to pennies, nickels, dimes, quarters and half 
dollars of silver coinage as small change under one dollar. But there was 
a time when these denominations of exchange were represented by small 
paper currency, resembling in size cigar coupons. Mr. Gies has a complete 
assortment of these, but one especially may be cited. It’s for fifty cents 
and on the back, the holder at one time had written in ink: “Given in pay- 
ment for one pint of good rye whiskey.” 

In 1887, Mr. Gies married Ella M. Caddes, a native Pittsburgh girl, who 
still survives. The couple have two children, Mrs. Raymond Artz and A. C. 
Gies, Jr., both of Pittsburgh. 


QUEBEC’S PROVINCIAL MUSEUM. 

While in Quebec City yesterday I spent several hours in the new Provin- 
cial Museum. They deserve great credit for the progress already made. 
The coin room is one of the two largest rooms on the ground floor and is 
ideal. L. A. Renaud, of Montreal, has given them a great deal of help, and 
it shows the result. They are definitely sold on the great importance of 
numismatics. I had a long chat with Mr. Rainville, the curator, and I am 
sure we can always count on his complete cooperation in the numismatic 
field.

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CANADA’S NEW SELVER DOLLAR. 

The dies for minting Canada’s first silver dollar are expected to be re- 
ceived at Ottawa in time to have the new coin ready for circulation on May 
6, the twenty-fifth anniversary of the accession of King George V. The ob- 
verse will show a bust of the King in imperial regalia with the inscription, 
“Georgius V Rex Imperator Anno Regni XXV.’’ On the reverse the design 
is a pelt-laden canoe paddled by an Indian and a voyageur passing a rocky 
islet on which are two jack pines. The word “Canada” in a setting of 
Northern lights is placed above with “Dollar” and the date 1935 below. 

The dollar will contain six-tenths of an ounce of fine silver alloyed with 
25 per cent, of copper. The diameter is 1.4 inches. It is anticipated that 
the first minting will consist of 100,000 coins. Heretofore the largest Cana- 
dian silver coin has been the 50-cent piece. 


ROYAL SWEDISH ACADEMY 1933 MEDAL. 

The Academy’s anniversary 1933 medal, distributed last year, is struck 
for the State Councilor, Gabriel Poppius. The obverse shows his likeness 
in profile. The reverse shows three spears of wheat, encircled by an artistic 



oak wreath. The medal was designed by Erik Lindberg, sculptor. It is 
struck in silver and is the size of illustration. (See The Numismatist, July, 
1933, page 440.) j. deL.

THE EOW-DOWN ON THE GANDHI TOKEN.

TO THE USERS OF THE A. N. A. UmRARY. 

Do not be disappointed if your requests for books are not filled promptly. 
Some of the books are in such popular demand that it often takes several 
weeks before they are free to loan on a new request. 

Your requests for books are handled in several ways after they reach the 
Librarian. The way in which they are handled depends largely on the 
books and the number desired. For example: If your request is for one or 
two books, and it cannot be filled completely at the time of its receipt, it 
will be held until it is possible to do so. On the other hand, if you have 
asked for several books, say five or six, we will send you what we can or 
hold it until we can send a substantial part of your request, and you will 
be asked to request the others at some other time. 
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No definite ruling has ever been made on the number of books that might 
be loaned to a member at one time. This has been left more or less to the 
discretion of the Librarian. We try to fill as much of the request as pos- 
sible; however, if the majority of it is for books that are in demand, we 
limit the loan to two books. The reason for this is to give some other 
member a chance to borrow a book without waiting too long. In any case 

we seldom lend over four books at a time to one person. 

There is often a distinct saving in postage by mailing more than one book 
in a package, and wherever possible we try to take advantage of this. 

When asking for books please do not send stamps or money for imstage 
in advance. If this is done it makes unnecessary and often complicated 

bookkeeping for the Librarian. When the books are sent to you, a postal 

card is also sent informing you of what has been sent, how long you may 
keep the books and the amount necessary to reimburse the Librarian for 
postage. This may be sent when the books are returned or with your next 
request. 

In the past some few have maintained a postage credit at the library, 
but the number has been increasing so much lately that it became necessary 
to do something about it. When the funds for credit on hand have expired 
no more will be accepted.

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Revised A. N. A. By-Laws. 

The Cleveland Convention of the A. N. A., August 18 to 23, 1934, acting 
upon the report of the Committee on Revision of By-Laws, made a number 
of changes in the By-Laws. The committee was continued in order to make 
such other changes as were necessary to conform to those made at the con- 
vention. Attached is the report of the committee to the Board of Governors, 
with a copy of the revised By-Laws. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON REVISION OF BY-LAWS. 

Harley L. Freeman, Chairman Board of Governors of the American Numis- 
matic Association, 1432 East 47th Street, Cleveland, Ohio. 

Dear Mr. Freeman: The Committee on Revision of Constitution and By- 
Laws herewith submit their report, through your office, for publication in 
The Numismatist. 

The Committee did not present any amendments to the Constitution, but 
one was presented at the Cleveland convention, and same was adopted, 
which added the words “none of which shall be transferable” to Article 2, 
Section 1. This was the only change in the Constitution. 

All of the amendments to the By-Laws, with one exception, were adopted 
at the Cleveland convention. This was Section 6 of Article 3 of the By- 
Laws. We suggested this section be dropped, but it was not approved. This 
section was entirely superfluous, as the same result is covered in Section 
15 of Article 8. 

Your committee again recommended to the Board of Governors that this 
section be dropped, and the Board of Governors approved it. 

All other amendments or alterations in the By-Laws were made, to co- 
relate them so the amendments adopted at the Cleveland convention might 
be put into effect. All of these alterations were submitted to and approved 
by the Board of Governors. 

We trust the new By-Laws will be carefully read and given full considera- 
tion. The membership is now given opportunity to nominate and vote for 
their choice for officers. The proxy is still in effect for representation at a 
convention, but cannot be voted as a ballot for election of officers. All 
nominees will have to accept in writing before their names can be placed on 
the ballot. Every member will have to cast their own ballot, as you cannot 
delegate this power to another. Note carefully the time limit for closing 
of nominations and for casting of ballot. These By-Laws, fully approved 
by the Board of Governors, will be in effect immediately upon publication 
in The Numismatist.

Committee on Revision of Constitution and By-Laws. 

(CONSTITUTION. 

The Revision Committee did not present any amendments to the Consti- 
tution, but one amendment was presented to the convention at Cleveland 
by F. G. Duffield, which was carried. (See pages 650 and 651 of the Octo- 
ber, 1934, Numismatist.) 

The amendment was an addition to Article 2, Section 1, adding the words 
“none of which shall be transferable.” The amended section now reads as 
follows, — 


Article 2, Section 1. — Membership. 

The membership of this Association shall be divided into four classes: 
Active, Life, Corporate and Honorary, none of which shall be transferable. 

This is the only change in the Constitution, so the rest of the Constitu- 
tion can be copied from the last Year Book. 
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BY-UAWS. 

Article I. — Dues and Entrance Fee. 

Section 1. The dues of this Association shall be ^1.00 a year, payable to 
the General Secretary, in advance, on January 1st of each year. Members 
admitted during the first six months of the year shall pay the full amount 
of yearly dues. Members admitted during the last six months of the year 
shall pay only 50 cents. 

Section 2. No entrance fee shall be required. The required amount of 
dues shall accompany application for membership. 

Section 3. Any member who fails to pay his dues before February 1 in 
any year shall be liable to suspension. Members four months in arrears 
for dues shall be dropped from the roll. Any member dropped for non- 
payment of dues may be reinstated within a period of two years upon pay- 
ment of all arrearages, provided no charges are pending against him. After 
said period of two years, application for membership must be made in the 
usual manner. 

Article II. — Applications for Membership. 

Section 1. Application for Active or Corporate membership shall be sent 
to the General Secretary on a special form furnished by him, and shall state 
the applicant’s name, address, age, occupation, and date of application. 
Each applicant shall be recommended by at least one Active member of the 
Association who personally knows and vouches for the character of the ap- 
plicant, or by at least two reputable business or professional men who per- 
sonally know and vouch for the applicant. The General Secretary shall pub- 
lish in the Official Paper the name and address of the applicant, with the 
names of the vouchers, and if no objection to his admission is received 
within 60 days from the date of publication, the applicant shall be entitled 
to membership in the Association. 

Section 2. In case objection is made to the admission of an applicant, 
the General Secretary shall refer the matter to the Board of Governors, the 
Chairman of which shall at once notify the applicant, stating the nature of 
the objection, and request a statement of his side of the case. When the 
same has been received, the said Board of Governors shall consider the 
matter and either accept or reject the application and notify the General 
Secretary of its decision. 

Section 3. In case the application is rejected, the dues shall be returned. 

Article III. — Duties of Officers. 

Section 1. The President shall preside at all the meetings of the Asso- 
ciation. He shall sign all warrants on the Treasurer. In case of vacancy 
in any office he shall appoint a member to act until the Board of Governors 
fills the vacancy. In case any officer is prevented by sickness or any other 
cause from performing the duties of his office, the President may appoint a 
substitute to act during such disability. 

Section 2. The First and Second Vice-Presidents will assist the Presi- 
dent in the discharge of his duties. 

Section 3. The General Secretary shall keep a true record of the trans- 
actions of the Association and preserve all documents. He shall collect all 
money due the Association, and pay the same to the Treasurer at least once 
a month. He shall draw and countersign all warrants on the Treasurer. 
He shall publish in the Official Paper all applications for membership, as 
provided in Article H, Section 1, the list of new members admitted, and 
such other information as he may receive in his official capacity. 

Section 4. The Treasurer shall receipt for all money received from the 
General Secretary. He shall not pay out any money except upon warrants 
drawn and signed by the President and General Secretary. He shall at any 
time, upon request of the Board of Governors, present a complete report of 
the financial condition of the Association and his transaction, accompanied 
by the proper vouchers. He shall furnish such bond as the Board of Gov- 
ernors may require. 

Section 5. The Librarian and Curator shall have charge of the coins, 
medals, books, papers, etc., which the Association may acquire, and shall 
give access thereto to the members under the regulations set forth in the 
general laws. He shall compile an accurate catalogue of the same, with the 
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names of donors, or price, if purchased by the Association, together with 
any other information concerning them, and keep them in order and safety. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of the District Secretaries to keep in- 
formed regarding the members and all collectors in their respective terri- 
tory; to endeavor to procure new members; to investigate and report dis- 
putes or other pertinent topics that may arise, and shall report as often as. 
necessary to the General Secretary. They shall consider it their duty to 
disseminate numismatic information, contribute to the forming of local or- 
ganizations, and do everything possible to encourage new collectors and 
general interest in the subject. 

Article IV. — Election of Officers. 

Section 1. All officers except District Secretaries and Historian are to be 
elected each year in w'hich a convention is held, and they will assume their 
duties at the last session of said convention after all regular business has 
been disposed of, and will hold office until their successors have been duly 
elected and qualified. The District Secretaries shall be appointed by the 
President, upon recommendation of the General Secretary. The Historian 
shall be appointed by the President. 

Section 2. At least 9 0 days prior to a convention the President of The 
American Numismatic Association shall issue a call in the official paper for 
nominations for officers. Nominations for any office may be made by any 
member, or by a Branch Society. 

All nominations to be sent to the General Secretary, who shall immedi- 
ately write the nominees, notifying them of their nomination and request- 
ing their acceptance in writing. If the nominee does not accept the nomi- 
nation in writing, such nomination cannot be placed upon the official ballot. 

The General Secretary shall, upon receipt of such nomination and accept- 
ance, cause it to be published in the official paper and placed upon the official 
ballot. Nominations will close forty-five (45) days prior to an annual con- 
vention. 

In case of emergency only, additional nominations may be made until 
noon of the second business day of the convention, provided, in case of 
absence of such nominee, his written consent to accept such nomination 
must accompany the nomination. 

As soon as nominations are closed, the General Secretary shall cause all 
nominations to be printed as an Official Ballot, and mail a copy of same to 
all members, together with a self-addressed envelope, market “Ballot.” 
These Ballots shall be retained by the Secretary, unopened, and surrendered 
only to the Chairman of the Election Committee, at the annual convention. 

The Official Ballot must be used by the members in voting for Officers, 
and each member must mark and cast their own ballot. 

The President shall appoint a committee on nominations, at least three 
months before an election, which shall make nominations for elective of- 
ficers. Nominations made by this committee shall be sent to the General 
Secretary, who shall cause the same to be published in two issues of the 
official paper immediately preceding an election, together with any and all 
other nominations he may have received and for which he has the accept- 
ance of the nominee. 

Section 3. All elections for officers shall be conducted under the direc- 
tion of a “Committee on Elections” appointed by the President for that 
purpose, and which shall consist of five members, a quorum of at least three 
being necessary for the transaction of business. The polls for the election 
of officers shall close on the third day of the Convention at such time as 
may be fixed by the Convention, and the result announced as soon there- 
after as the committee can report. 

Ai'ticle V. — Convention and Representation. 

Section 1. Conventions of this Association shall be conducted after the 
manner of organized bodies of the kind. 

Section 2. A quorum for the transaction of business at a convention shall 
consist of eleven active members, either present in person or represented 
by proxy. 

Section 3. Any member who does not expect to be present at a conven- 
tion shall have the privilege of naming any member who expects to be 
present, to act and vote for him on any and all business coming before the 
convention, except the election of officers. 
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Section 4. The General Secretary shall prepare printed proxy forms, and 
furnish one to each member. Upon written request the General Secretary 
shall furnish them in quantities to any member upon payment of cost of 
printing and postage. 

Section 5. At least 60 days prior to a convention the President shall ap- 
point a committee of three members who expect to be present at the con- 
vention to be known as the “Committee on Credentials.” The members of 
this committee shall be announced in the Official Paper. 

Section 6. Proxies may be sent either to the member named therein, or 
to the General Secretary. The Secretary shall tabulate the proxies, as far 
as possible, in advance of the opening session of the convention, and at such 
opening session, before the transaction of any business, he shall announce 
the total proxy representations received up to that time. 

Section 7. At least three months prior to a Convention the President 
shall appoint a Committee on Papers, of five members, who shall invite 
members and others to furnish papers to read at the Convention and who 
at the Convention shall have general charge of the reading and presentation 
of such papers. 

Section 8. Prior to a Convention, and not later than during its first busi- 
ness session, the President shall appoint a Committee of five members to 
act as a Committee on Resolutions, and any matters acted upon or to be 
acted upon by the Convention may be referred to such Committee for its 
consideration and further recommendation. 

Article VI. — Official Pajyer. 

Section 1. There shall be published monthly by the Association a paper 
of at least 24 pages, to be known as “The Numismatist: Official Organ of 
the American Numismatic Association,” which shall contain reading matter 
of general numismatic interest, and which shall be, as far as possible, the 
Association’s official means of communication to its members. 

Section 2. The Board of Governors shall have general supervision over 
this publication, and it shall annually appoint an editor-in-chief, whose duty 
it shall be to provide suitable material on numismatic subjects for publica- 
tion in the Official Paper. The editor-in-chief shall have the power to ap- 
point such associate editors as he may consider necessary, subject to ap- 
proval by the Board of Governors. 

Section 3. The Board of Governors shall also annually appoint a busi- 
ness manager for the Official Paper, whose duty it shall be to publish the 
same and furnish it to members or non-members. The business manager 
shall furnish such bond as the Board of Governors may requ’ire. 

Section 4. The subscription price of the Official Paper shall be two dol- 
lars ($2.00) per year, payable in advance. If not paid in advance, the 
price shall be three dollars ($3.00) per year. If paid within three months 
of expiration of subscription, it shall be considered as paid in advance. 

Article VI I . — Cha rges . 

Section 1. Whenever written charges have been brought against an of- 
ficer or member, the Chairman of the Board of Governors shall notify such 
member, giving them a written copy of the charges. The member so accused 
shall be permitted to enter a written defense, after which the Board of Gov- 
ernors shall determine the case under such rules and regulations as it may 
adopt, and may, censure, suspend or expel such member, or dismiss the 
charge, the member continuing in good standing, until final decision of the 
Board of Governors. 

Section 2. An appeal may be made from the decision of the Board of 
Governors to the next convention of the Association, the decision of which 
shall be final; but the President must be notified of such appeal within 
thirty days after the decision of the Board of Governors has been published. 

Article — (ieiH'ral Laws and Kegulations. 

Section 1. The Director of the Mint of the United States and the Deputy 
Master of the Canadian Mint shall during their term of office be entitled to 
Honorary Membership in the Association. 

Section 2. No officer, committee or member shall incur any expense in 
the name of the Association, unless the same has been authorized by the 
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convention assembled, or the Board of Governors, except that the President 
or General Secretary may incur any necessary expense for postage, express- 
age, or printing for their own or other offices, and for any necessary sup- 
plies or stationery, without the consent of the Board of Governors. 

Section 3. All officers, at the expiration of their term of office, shall de- 
liver to their successors all books, papers, money, or other property of the 
Association in their possession, and shall not be relieved of their bond or 
obligation until this requirement has been complied with. 

Section 4. In case of a vacancy in any office except President, the Board 
of Governors shall elect a member in good standing to serve for the re- 
mainder of the term. ^ 

Section 5. No member shall be permitted to resign from the Association 
while he is indebted to it in any manner, or while there are charges pending 
against him. 

Section 6. For the faithful performance of their duties the General Sec- 
retary, the Business Manager of the Official Paper, and the Treasurer shall 
give a bond with some reliable bonding company in an amount to be fixed 
by the Board of Goverors. 

Section 7. The use of the Association seal shall be restricted to the 
official stationery, to its publications, and any Association printing of an 
official nature. Consent of the Board of Governors must be obtained for 
its use for any other purpose. 

Section 8. Members will be permitted to take from the library any book 
for a period of two weeks by paying postage or express charges to the 
Librarian. 

Section 9. All officers, unless otherwise provided, shall report through 
the Official Paper yearly. 

SecTion 10. The President may at any time appoint any committee or 
committees for any work he may consider necessary. 

Section 11. Upon written request of at least twenty-five members the 
President shall call for a general vote of the Association upon any desired 
question, except amendment to the Constitution. Such vote shall be taken 
under the direction of the Board of Governors, and a majority of the votes 
cast shall determine the question. Whenever a general vote is taken, at 
least thirty days shall elapse between the call for such vote and the closing 
of the polls. 

Section 12. Five or more members residing in the same neighborhood 
may associate themselves as a branch society. Upon notifying the General 
Secretary of the formation of such a branch, he shall assign it a number, 
which number shall be assigned in numerical order. Collectors not mem- 
bers of this Association may belong to such branches, but shall not be en- 
titled to the privileges of the Association members. Each branch may make 
by-laws for its own government, provided the same are not in conflict with 
the Constitution and By-Laws of the parent Association. 

Section 13. The division of the United States and Canada into districts, 
from each of which a District Secretary shall be appointed, is as follows: 
(A list of District Secretaries is published in each issue of The Numis- 
matist). 

Section 14. The funds resulting from the payment of life membership 
dues shall be immediately invested in bonds of the United States or other 
bonds legal for savings banks, at the direction of the Board of Governors; 
such bonds shall be in the custody of the Treasurer, who shall report upon 
them annually or whenever called upon by the Board of Governors, and 
shall collect the coupons and interest on such bonds, whenever due; the 
Board of Governors at their discretion may dispose of such bonds on hand 
and invest and reinvest the proceeds of such sales in other securities per- 
mitted hereunder, and shall use the income from such investments in the 
business of the Association at their discretion. These funds may be de- 
posited in a special or savings bank account, in a bank, trust company or 
savings bank, in the name of the Association upon the approval of the Board 
of Governors. 

Section 15. These By-Laws may be altered or amended at any convention 
by a majority vote of members present. They may also be altered or 
amended, at any time, by a three-fifths vote of the Board of Governors. 
Amendments made by the Board of Governors must be confirmed by the 
convention assembled, following such amendments.

The Executive Committee suggested as the topic for the March meeting: 
“Aeronautics in Numismatics and United States Gold Dollars.” 

The membership committee reported the application to membership of 
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Rudolph W. Wittemann, 305 Caton Avenue, Brooklyn, N. Y., proposed by 
Mr. Wormser and seconded by Mr. Boyd. Mr. Wittemann’s name will come 
up for action at the next meeting. 

After considerable discussion in reference to the suggestion of the execu- 
tive committee for the topic for the March meeting, it was regularly moved, 
seconded and carried that the topic for the March meeting be “United States 
Gold Dollars and Bryan Money.” 

The publication committee reported as follows: 

“The individual who confessed to counterfeiting commemorative half dol- 
lars has been given a prison sentence of one year and one day. That he 
readily told details of his making and marketing the spurious pieces accord- 
ed him lenient consideration by the court. It is reported that all of the 
25,000 Maryland commemorative half dollars that were coined have been 
distributed, excepting 5,000, which are held with the consideration that 
they may be returned to the mint for melting and be replaced with a like 
number of similar coins dated 1935. All of the 10,000 Daniel Boone com- 
memorative half dollars coined dated 1934 have been distributed and up to 
now 5,000 pieces of the same type have been coined dated 1935. The 
authorized commemorative half dollars for Connecticut are expected to be 
released this month; those for Arkansas some time in May, an illustration 
from the models for which is here on view. Some surprise has been ex- 
pressed over the reported Liberty Head type $10 gold piece, dated 1907, 
with the D mint mark. Some small-value United States gold coins on dis- 
play in an up-State jeweler’s window were confiscated by Secret Service 
agents, who gave him some inconvenience and, it is said, while reimbursed 
for the value of the coins, he did not get them back. A smile is found in 
the newspaper story of a woman who was stopped by an inspector at the 
end of the Holland Tunnel, who stated that he had word from the entrance 
inspector that she had included a counterfeit quarter dollar in paying her 
car toll. While the subject was being debated the inspector, after answer- 
ing the telephone, told the woman she could proceed, as the other inspector 
just phoned he had got rid of the counterfeit. The annual report of the 
Chief of United States Secret Service states that counterfeiting is sweeping 
the country and that conditions regarding it are about as bad as they ever 
have been. He recommended new court authority in prosecuting counter- 
feiters of our money and securities.” 

The President extended a special greeting to Mrs. Harold v. H. Proskey, 
who made a few remarks relative to her collecting activities, which consist 
of cancellations on United States stamps.
